2. Claims 7, 8, 24, 39, 47, 49, 55 and 56 are allowed over the Prior Art of record

temperature range of 60 ^Fto 130 ^Fofa housing interior via a temperature controU^ that 
controls the temperature within the housing and a semi-conductor heating and cooling device 
(en^)hasis added) in a method and apparatus/system for providing/producing gases for 
calibration in combination with the other recited elements and/or method steps. 

4. The closest reasonable Prior Art reference is US 5,457,983 to Sauvageau et al. which 
discloses an apparatus and m^od for producing a reference gas, however, &ils to disclose the 
particular temperature range above, along with many of the recited elements and/or method steps 
within the instant claims.
